The  work  of  the  health  department  still  shows  signs  of 
increasing  as  the  general  public  become  more  and  more  health 
minded  and  it  is  to  be  anticipated  within  the  foreseeable 
future  that  technical  assistance  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
will  be  needed.

The  Registrar  General* s estimate  of  the  population 
for  1954  is  250  above  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 

BIRTHS 


The  Live  Birth  Rate  although  rather  lovver  than  that  of 
the  previous  year  is  appreciably  higher  tlion  the  rate  for  the 
country  as  a whole.  The  number  of  Still  Births  is,  hovi/everj 
slightly  higher  than  the  figure  for  1953  and  is  rather  above 
the  figure  for  England  and  Vi/ales.  The  rate  of  Still  Births  has 
a direct  correlation  with  the  adequacy  of  the  arrangements  for 
prenatal  and  intranatal  supervision  in  the  area.

The  General  Death  Rate  is  comparable  with  previous  years 
and  is  at  a satisfactory  low  level.  There  were?  however,  several 
variations  in  the  causes  of  death  as  compared  with  previous 
years.  As  is  to  be  expected, the  group  of  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  was  the  most  prominent  and  comparable  in 
size  with  previous  years,  ^miong  the  individual  causes  of  death, 
coronary  disease  and  angina  shov\/ed  a decided  fall. 

On  the  other  hand  the  malignant  disease  deaths  have  during 
the  year,  ishown  an  increase  from  27  to  42*  This  increase  seemed 
to  be  fairly  uniform  over  the  range  of  malignant  diseases. 

Deaths  from  involvement  of  lujigs  and  bronchi  increased  from  i in 
the  previous  year  to  5 in  1954‘ 

Violence  as  a cause  of  death  occurred  in  6 cases,  four  of 
which  were  accidents.  V/hilst  tiiis  figure  is  perhaps  not  unduly 
high  it  represents  a number  of  lives  v^/hich  in  other  circumstances 
might  not  have  been  lost-

Again  the  Infantile  deaths  showed  a decrease  and  the 
resulting  Death  Rate  is  appreciably  lo'wer  than  that  for 
England  and  V/ales.

During  1954  ^he  commoner  epidemic  diseases  v^ere 
not  prominent.  Meusles  Mhlch  in  the  previous  years  was 
prevalent  was  only  responsible  for  five  notifications  and 
whooping  cough  for  fifty-two.  These  latter  were  confined 
to  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  and  the  notifications 
ceased  with  the  coming  of  the  spring. 


In  September  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  v^as 
reported  from  an  institution  in  the  town.  This  involed 
ten  cases?  all  infants.  The  outbreak  was  dealt  v\/ith  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Insti.tution  and  no  secondary 
cases  came  to  light. 


In  October  a number  of  cases  of  suspected  foc^' 
poisoning  were  reported  from  a residential  school.  Tnere 
were  in  all  fifteen  cases  which  all  became  ill  at  once. 
Bacteriological  investigation  gave  no  indication  of  the 
source  or  type  of  infection  and  all  cases?  which  were  very 
mild?  recovered  within  a day  or  two. 


These  tv\^o  outbreaks  emphasise  the  need  for  the 
highest  standards  wherever  food  is  being  handled.

NEW  LEGISLATION 

The  Housing  Rents  and  Repairs  1954* 

V7as  an  important  piece  of  legislation  which  came  onto 
the  Statute  Book  dunging  the  year.  Briefly?  this  is  aimed  at:- 

( a)  A review  of  the  housing  situation  in  the  District  with 

a report  to  the  Ministry  by  the  30th  j^ugust?  1955  on  the 
iauthority^s  proposal  for  dealing  with  slum  clearance. 

(b)  Promoting  the  removal  of  all  slum  property  either  by 
demolition  or  clearance  orders. 

( c)  Securing  the  rehaeilit at  ion  of  substandard  property  to 
render  it  fit  for  a reasonable  period. 

( d)  To  encourage  landlords  to  spend  money  on  repairs  and 

permitting  under  certain  conditions  the  increase  of  rent. 

The  general  effect  of  this  act  is  to  authorise  and  encourage 
Local  iiuthorities  to  go  ahead  with  tackling  the  problem  of  slams 
ans  substandard  dwellings?  v/hich  owing  to  the  wat  has  been  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  use. 

Without  anticipating  the  result  of  the  survey?  it  seems 
unlikely  that  any  major  clearance  schemes  will  be  needed  in  this 
district?  although  a number  of  individual  ho.-.ses  will  fall  to  be 
demolished.  The  tenants  will?  of  course?  need  rehousing.

This  sample  has  slight  opalescence  and  deposit,  the  tur- 
bidity being  noticeable  though  not  pronounced.  The  water  is 
just  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutralityj,  hard  in  character  but 
not  unduly  so,  contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or  minoral 
constituents  in  solution  and  it  is  free  from  metals  apart  from 
a trace  of  iron.  It  is  free  from  noticeable  colour  and  of  very 
satisfactory  organic  quality.

SiilVIPLING  OF  VUTBR  FOR  BaCTERIQLQGIGaL  EX^MIIUTION 

Public  Main*  s Supply,  Four  samples  were  taken  from  various 
parts  of  the  distriti-,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Check  samples  are  taken  v^ith  an  Official  of  the 
Water  Company  at  points  selected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  All 
Samples  were  reported  as  being  of  a high  standard  of  purity. 

Felixstowe  Dock  Comp^ny^s  Private  Supply*  This  supply  is  from 
a land  spring  and  is  biped  about  two  miles  to  the  Dock  where 
it  is  sold  to  ships  celling  there  up  to  an  amount  averaging 
about  fifty  tons  of  weter  per  week*  The  water  is  abundant  and 
the  supply  chlorinatec*  Three  samples  were  taken  during  the 
year  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Colour  tests  were 
also  made  from  time  tc  time  to  check  on  the  amount  of  residual 
chlorine  in  the  water. 

Private  Supplies*  Samples  were  taken  from  the  following  premises 
supplied  by  private  v^/ells  or  bores^- 

Dairy  using  its  ovm  bore  supply  for  all  dairy  purposes  - 
one  sample  - satisfactory. 

Dairy  using  shallow  v^/ell.  Sample  showed  no  evidence  of 
harmful  pollution  but  v/as  not  suitable  for  rinsing  bottles 
without  chlorination.  The  use  of  this  supply  has  been 
restricted  to  swilling  dovm  and  cooling  and  forbidden  for 
any  other  dairy  purposes. 

Shallow  well  at  tv\/o  farm  cottages  - two  samples  - both 
unsatisfactory*  The  v\/ell  has  been  protected  from  surface 
contaminat ioi/and  negot io^  tions  are  proceeding  to  see  if 
town’s  vmter,  some  considerable  distance  av\/ay,  can  be 
connected  to  these  cottages^

This  Act  directed  all  Local  ^authorities  to  make  surveys  of 
their  districts  to  ascertain  the  number  of  houses  'which  are  unfit 
for  human  habitation  and  to  submit  proposals  for  dealing  with 
themi.  There  are  no  cleurance  areas  in  the  district  and  not 
many  houses  that  can  be  desLared  unfit  for'  human  habitation#  vve 
have  a number  of  old  premises  affected  by  damp  to  some  degree 
vyhich  require  dealing  vjith  in  a general  way  under  the  repairs 
Section  of  the  principal  ^ct.  There  are  a number  vothout  water 
and  sinli  in  the  house  and  some  houses  of  the  better  type  could 
be  brougiitup  to  the  standard  of  amenity  of  a Council  house  (bath? 
hot  v^ater  system?  interna  1 wL C . ) by  Improvement  Grants  not  at 
present  administered  by  this  Council.

MILK  BOTTLES 


Eighteen  batches  of  milk  bottles  (four  bottles  per  batch) 
\iere  taken  from  our  tvio  local  dairies  v\/ho  bottle  pasteurised  and 
Tuberculin  Tested  milk.  This  was  done  because  of  the  persistence 
of  B.  Coli  in  milk  samples.  Of  the  eighteen  batches?  tvi/elve  were 
extremely  unsatisfactory?  the  counts  running  into  many  thousands? 
in  some  cases  ujicountab le?  w'ith  coliform  bacilli  isolated  in 
large  numbers.  Various  ne\7  detergents  were  tried  to  suit  the 
water  in  the  dairy  some  with  sterilisers  added  and  the  machine 
temperatures  and  all  mechanical  processes  checked  over.  Some  of 
these  bad  results  were  undoubtedly  caused  by  careless  servicing. 
Before  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  getting  very  much  improved 
results  and  the  last  six  batches  of  bottles  showed  very  low  count 
as  low  as  20  or  30  per  bottle.  The  recognised  satisfactory  stc.n- 
dard  for  a pint  bottle  is  not  more  timn  600.

Before  the  vyar  there  were  five  slaughterhouses  operating  in 
the  district.  v'/hen  meat  control  came  to  an  end  one  butcher 
applied  for  the  re-licensing  of  hfs  slaughterhouse  and  after 
certain  structural  improvements  a licence  was  granted  for  the 
period  ending  30'bh  June?  1955*  The  slaughterhouse  is  used  for 
all  classes  of  animals  and  is  confined  to  serving  the  needs  of 
the  one  business.  aH  meat  slaughtered  is  of  high  grade;  no 
cows?  boars  or  sovys  were  slaughtered.  The  cash  captive  bolt 
pistol  is  used  on  all  animals.  1 00;b  inspection  is  given  of 
bbvines  and  pigs  and  about  754  sheep.

R&t  and  Mice  Destruction 

Our  present  arrangements  for  rat  destruction  are  that  we 
give  free  treatment  to  private  houses  and  charge  for  business 
premises.  We  receive  from  the  Ministry  504  of  the  expenditure 
incurred  in  this  service  including  time  spent  on  surveys  and 
inspections.  It  is  now  obligatory  for  the  occupier  of  any 
premises  to  notify  the  Local  ^^uthority  v\/hen  it  comes  to  his 
knowledge  that  rats  and  mice  are  living  on  or  resorting  to 5,  his 
land  in  subste,.ntial  numbers.

The  sevyers  were  treated  twice  during  the  year.  The  first 
treatment  took  place  in  March  and  was  carried  out  at  points 
discovered  during  the  test  made  in  ^^ugust?  1953* 

In  November  10%  of  the  sewers  vyere  tested.  Of  the  six 
areas  treated  two  were  quite  clear  these  oeing  at  the 

lower  end  of  the  town.  Nineteen  complete  takes  and  three 
partial  takes  vyere  recorded  in  other  areas.  The  test  bait 
was  followed  by  poison  during  the  same  month. 

PUBLIC  IjE^^LTH  SHELLFISH  REGULATIONS?  1934 

V^helks  are  obtained  from  Coboold’ s Point  and  Shingle  Street 
and  are  sent  in  considerable  quantities  to  London.  None  is  ob- 
tained from  grounds  liable  to  x^nllution.  The  whelks  are  cooked 
before  despatch  to  market.  Winkles  can  be  obtc ined  from  the 
estuary  of  the  Orvyell  ‘where  pollution  is  possible  but  they  are 
not  gathered  for  trade  purposes. 
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OR  THE  FLOOD 


Ten  notices  including  one  Statutory  Notice  were  served 
in  respect  of  houses  not  put  into  repair  after  the  flood  and 
at  eleven  others  for  drainage  defects  arisine,  from  the  same 
cause.  In  addition  c.  number  of  visits  vyere  paid  to  houses 
because  of  complaints  of  persistent  damp  uhich  nothing  but 
time  can  cure^  and  in  these  cases  much  depends  on  the  habits 
of  the  occupier.  Whether  slo;yly  maturing  defects  e.  g to 
timbers  etc. 9 will  manifest  themselves  it  is  not  possible  to 
say  with  certainty  but  up  to  now  tiiis  has  been  much  less  than 
\7as  at  one  time  feared. 
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For  two  periods  during  1954  I co-operated  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Ipswich  in  a planned  bacteriological  study 
of  sea  water.  These  investigations  \/ere  made  at  vai-ious  points 
round  the  coast  and  were  part  of  a larger  enquiry  into  the  pos- 
sible contamination  of  bathing  beaches  by  sewage  effluents. 


Betvyeen  the  middle  of  January  and  the  end  of  iviarch  ten 
series  of  vyeekly  specimens  of  sea  v^'ater  were  collected  and  de- 
livered from  along  the  sea  front.  Each  series  came  from  a line 
of  nine  selected  points  and  the  samples  were  taken  at  various 
states  of  the  tide.  From  1 ujie  to  September  a funther  series  of 
fifteen  weekly  sets  each  of  nine  samples  v>/as  collected  from  the 
same  points  the  total  number  of  samiples  being  225*  The  labora- 
tory findings  throughout  both  batches  show  no  evidence  of  efflu- 
ent from  the  main  sewer s reaching  our  bathing  beaches.
